The  Anti-ffar  ftict  doos  not  in  any  woy  restrict  tho  oxorciso  of

It  is  further  evident  that  this  right  of  self-defense  could  be 
exorcised  outside  the  territories  of  tho  nation  so  doing  Japan  s 
action  is,  in  substance,  identical  to  that  of  ary  other  poTOr  under 
siuilor  circuQStancos.  Aa  you  all  know,  iri-iodlatoly  after  we  had 
coiaaonoed  our  so  If -defensive  action,  the  groat  unjority  of  the  offi¬ 
cials  of  the  Chang  Hsuoh-liong  Regiue  either  deserted  or  resigned, 
bringing  about  tho  do  facto  dissolution  of  tho  Rogino. 

In  Manchuria  and  Mongolia,  there  had  boon  growing  tendency  to¬ 
wards  a  political  renovation,  onong  tho  loomed  acn  vrtio  wore  even 
opposed  to’ those  areas'  being  involved  in  tho  civil  war  raging  in 
China  ftropor,  and  who  abhorod  the  Chiango'  xoaladninistration  for  so 
oany  years*  Row  that  tho  Chang  Hsuoh-liang  Rogliao  had  collapsed, 
those  ion*  taking  advantage  of  the  golden  opportunity,,  started  an 
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actual  uovenont. 

That  is  to  say  as  tho  result  of  the  do  facto  dissolution  of 

the  Chang  Hsuoh-liang  ^^girio,  |baco  naintonanoo  associations  wore 

organized  in  Mukden,  Harbin,  and  oleev/horo. 

In  viow  of  our^rosponoibilitios  for  tho  rxiintonanco  of  peace 

and  order  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia,  wo  t/ore  ready  to  render  any 

necessary  assistance  to  those  peace  mintonanco  associations. 

In  tho  oeentioD,  the  loading  ^jenbors  of  those  associations, 

aimiling  thonsolves  of  the  situation -sprang  to  their  feet,  and  at 

last  established  a  nou  state.  In  short,  tho  ostablishsaont  of 

Manohukuo  is  nothing  but  the  fruition  of  an  indopondonco  novooent 

psyoology 

backed  by  peculiarities  in  geography  history  and  inhabitants as 
against  those  of  China  Proper.  There  are  those  who  hold  that  the 
now  stoto  has  boon  ■'«  ."j  established  os  tho  result  of  our  oilitary 
action,  thus  shifting  responsibility  on  to  Japan.  Those  people,  how¬ 
ever,  have  foiled  to  grasp  tho  foregoing  oircurostancos,  and  wo,  for 
our  part,  find  it  Lnpossiblo  to  admit  their  views. 

Furthomoro,  sane  suspect  as  if  Japan  had  hod  saoothing  to  do 
with  the  ereatioo  of  tho  new  state,  few  bo  other  reason  than  that 
tiany  cT  oi»r  aatletnls  are  aervlng  in  the  XaMhukuoan  OovonrMiw 

Hew  there  have  been  Exiny  precedents  of  making  use  of  foreigners 
skill  and  ability  on  tho  occassion  of  the  ostablishno'nt  of  state.

T>io  birth  .'f  Manchukiio  v.a3  tlio  ros'ilt  of  tho  seperation  nqvo- 
uont  within  China-  as  has  boon  elucidated  above.  Sxio  contend  it 
against;  tho  provisions  of  tho  S-^o.v9r  Treaty  for  Japan  to  recognize 
tho  nov/  state,  wliich  hae.boon  fomed  in  such  a  uannor  end  which  is 
already  oiistant.  This  contention  very  hard  to  canprohend. 

Tho  Nino -Power  Treaty  in  no  \my  proliibit  the  establishnont  of 
an  independent  state  through  such  action  of  separation  in  China, 
initiated  by  tho  inhabitants  in  a  certain  port  of  China. 

Thorofore,  it  is  not  in  contravention  of  tho  provisions  of  tho 
9  Power  Treaty  for  Japan,  a  party  to  tho  Treaty,  to  recognize 
tlanchulnio  di  ich  has  boon  breught  into  being  on  tho  initiative  of 
tl-.nchu-Mongolian  inhabitants  and  is  now  existent.  The  supposition 
that  wo  ore  trying  to  fulfil  our  territorial  designs  in  those  areas, 
such  os  tho  annexation,  of  Uanchu-Mongolia,  places  the  uattor  in  an 
entirely  now  liglit. 

It  is,  ho;/cvcr,  hardly  necessary  to  repeat  that  wo  have  no 
torritorial  designs  whatever  tenrards  Manchuria  and  Mongolia. 

I  liavo  now  loado  it  clear  that  Japan's  attitude  tov/ards  China, 
aivd  especially  tho  ixasuros  wc  have  taken  over  since  tho  18  Soptonber 
Incident  iiavo  been  just  and  appr.opriatoi  that  Manchukuo  has  boon 
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oBtQbllshod  erf  tho  Inhabitants*  own  accord  and,  thorafere,  it  should 
bo  regarded  aa  the  fruit  of  the  soparation  novonent  in  (%inat  and 
that  it  ia  by  no  oeans  in  oontrayention  of  tho  proviaiona  of  tho 
9“^oWDr  Treaty  for  Japan  to  x^oognizo  a  now  state  fozmd  in  this

Now  I  should  like  to  proceed  to  the  reason  why  our  OoTomaent 
boliovoB  its  recognition  of  Manohukuo  to  bo  tho  only  nay  of  solring 
tho  lianohu*Jiongolian  l^ubloiiis.

Uongollan  guostlons,  our  OorornuDct  will  lay  chief  oupLasos  on  tho 
following  two  polntsi  firstly  not  only  to  have  tho  Just  deiaands  of 
tho  inhabitants  satisflod  and  Japan's  rights  and  intorosts  seourod, 
to  provont,  tho  roappearanoe  of  fomor  exclusive  institutions  in 
ordor  to  turn  those  areas  into  o  parodlso  for  Japanese  and  other 
nationals  to  enjoy  poaooful  living  in,  thereby  hoping  to  realize  not 
only  tho  stabilization  of  Manchuria  and  Mongolia  themaelvos  but  also 
poruQoant  peace -in  tho  lor  Maati  secondly,  to  disregard  eootional 
or  abstract  argunonts,  but  to  try  to  solvo  tho  problona  in  tho  light 
of  tho  actual  facts  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia, 

•  In  view  of  tho  oircuastances  in  tho  past  that  had  led  to  the  out- 
brook  of  tho  Manchurian  Incident,  and  of  tho  ononicus  sacrlfioos  wo 
have  so  for  mdo  to  tho  Manohu  Mongolian  question,  wo  feel  keenly  the 
nooossity  of  fundauentally  solving  the  Manchu-Mongolian  ftobloa  in 
considoretion  of  those  two  points,  and  thoroby  to  eradicate  the  deop- 
rootod  evils  botweon  Japan  and  Ohina.

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Of  lato,  howovor,  it  is  ccntenplatod  in  sot®  quarters  to  patch 
up  a  to.iporary  sottloioont  by  ostcblishinfS  soi.®  forra  of  connection 
botvTOon  the  Central  China  i<Q3ii®  and  i'Cnchu-^onsolia. 

In  tlio  li^ht  of  our  long  oxporionces  in  the  past,  thoro  is  no 
'doubt  but  that  such  a  step  will  after  all  load  to  the  acre  ropolition 
of  the  situation  before  the  13  Sept.  Incident.  Thoroforo,  Jaianoso 
people  will  never  agree  to  such  solution.  Tlio  advance  in  whatever 
r.®nner  of  the  Central  China  flogir®  into  i^ncliuria  and  ‘Mongolia, 
will  be  utterly  incxipatiblo  vfith  the  political,  belief  set  forth  in 
the  Wanchukuoan  Covorraxint' s  proclarjatioa,Indopondonco  and  its  state- 
tent  to  foreign  countries}  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  kianchulcurians 
should  not  by  anj’  ;®cns  admit  such  advance.  To  coerce  the  i'ianchiirians 
and  laongolians  into  acting  against  their  v/ill,  is  not  only  incoapotible 
with  the  sOnse  of  justice,  but  also  it  will  only  result  in  another 
confusion  in  those  areas. 

In  short,  the  design  to  facilitate  the  advance  of  tlie  Central

Southern  China  are  infested  hy  Coomiuniet  bandits.  These  cast  a  dark 

shadow  on  the  future  of  the  Ifational  Government. 

Yet,  the  anti-foreign  movements,  particularly  the  anti-Japanese 
uoveiasnts.  are  still  going  on.  We  can  easily  imagine  that  if  things 
be  left  as  they  are,  ^he  relations  between  the  China  ftoper  and  other 
countries  will  be  more  and  more  complicated,-  and  conseguently,  the  in¬ 
terne!  disorders  will  be  aggravated.  The  subsequent  privations  and 
hardships  of  the  people  at  large  deserve  utmost  sympathy. 

I  keenly  realize  that  for  China  to  persist  in  the  present  state 
will  not  only,  be  regrettable  for  China  herself,  but  also  be  likely  to 
bring  about  a  grave  situation  for  foreign  countries  as  well.  If.  on 
the  contrary,  the  Chinese  side,  fully  realizing  the  above-mentioned 
situations,  at  once  do  away  with  her  erroneous  foreign  policies,  and 
at  the  same  tine  assume  a  constructive  attitude  with  a  view  to  devoting 
all  efforts  to  internal  adjustmsnt,  such  would  p  matter  for  congratula¬ 
tion  both  for  China  and  for  other  countries. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  we  shall  reader  every  possible  effort 
in  view  of  the  genaral  situation  in  the  East.  I  connot  but  hope  most 
earaestly  -that  the  tii®  will  not  be  long  in  ceming  when  the  three 
states  of  Japan,  I^nchukuo.  and  China,  whoso  peoples  use  the  same  script 
and  belong  to  the  same  race,  will,  as  independent  states,  helping  each 
otl^r,  be  nble  to  exerting  their  utmost  efforts  not  only  for  the  peace 
and  v/el  tfare  of  the  Ear  East,  but  also  for  the  world  peace  and  human 


culture. 
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
